Farewell to Mr. O'Dell 


Leadership takes many forms - a coach’s quiet nod of approval, a president’s speech, a teacher’s 
challenge to excel, a superintendent’s vision of educational success for all students. On June 30 th , Karl 
O’Dell will retire as Superintendent of the Richmond County Schools but because of his leadership, 
his vision for student success will continue to thrive. Being a strong leader demands a vision for 
success, the courage to make the unpopular decisions needed to reach goals, and the integrity and 
principles to protect the interests and support the needs of those he serves. Over his twelve years in 
the superintendency and his thirty-one years as an administrator, Mr. O’Dell has consistently shown 
the courage and integrity that leadership requires. 

Instructional Program Improvements 

Mr. O’Dell’s consistently strong leadership and the changes he inspired have been major contributors 
to the success of the Richmond County Schools. As a hands-on leader, Mr. O’Dell has been actively 
involved in all aspects of the educational program and has been instrumental in developing and 
improving the educational opportunities for our students. During his tenure and as a direct result of 
his guidance, Richmond County staff members improved the instructional program by 
■ Expanding the number of advanced placement courses for high school students. Students may 
choose to take advanced placement classes in English 11 and 12, Calculus, U.S. History, and 
Latin. 

Developing a dual-enrollment program with the Rappahannock Community College that allows 
students to earn high school and college credits for their classes. Six RCC classes are open to 
Rappahannock High students. 



Promoting and expanding student participation in the Upward Bound Program, which is 
designed to provide college opportunities for disadvantaged students. 

Expanding credit courses at Richmond County Intermediate School and encouraging participa¬ 
tion in Latin classes. 

Developing a series of after school programs in a variety of subjects to promote SOL success 
and to provide enrichment in the arts and language. 

Participating in the design and implementation of collaborative projects with other school 


divisions including the Chesapeake Bay Governor’s School, two different alternative education 


opportunities for students who have educational difficulties, and a technology training project to 
provide teachers with in-service training and planning time to incorporate technology into 


classroom instruction. 

Adding teaching positions to allow for lower student/teacher ratios, particularly in the elemen¬ 
tary years. The addition of student service personnel positions including nurses, assistant 
principals, and technology specialists support a comprehensive educational program that 
considers the discipline, attendance and health needs of our students as well as their academic 
requirements. 

Promoting the active use and integration of technology in classroom instruction. Included in 


these activities are the use. of laptop computers in high school classrooms, the development of a 


wide area network that put all classrooms on the Internet and extensive summer training 
programs to allow teachers to leisurely learn about technology and plan for its use in the 
classroom. 

■ Developing sports opportunities in the areas of tennis, soccer, and golf 

Of the 133 school divisions in the state, only 24 have attained the SOL accreditation standards in all 
of their schools. Because of the educational improvements noted above, Richmond County is proud 
to be one of these 24 school divisions. In addition, all Richmond County Schools are accredited by 
the Southern Association of Colleges and Schools. 


Honors and Responsibilities 

Mr. O’Dell’s ability to provide exceptional leadership resulted in his designation as Superintendent of 
the Year for Region 3 by the Virginia Association of School Superintendents. This annual award 
recognizes the contributions of Superintendents who serve in Region 3, an area that stretches from 
Gloucester to Stafford County and includes the school divisions of the Northern Neck and Middle 


Peninsula. Mr. O’Dell was chosen by his peers to receive this well deserved award during the year 


2000 . 


Although Mr. O'Dell will be leaving his position in June, his influence on the education of Richmond 
County children will be on-going. His leadership has provided staff and teachers with an educational 
vision and with the skills to assume the leadership roles needed to continue Richmond County’s quest 
to meet the educational needs of all its students. His contributions have been an integral part of the 
county’s educational success and his guidance and creativity will be especially missed.
